of Generation, unleſs ſuch as are exceeding 


healthful, ſtrong of Body, and have uſed 
themſelves to Temperance , whe have ap- 
pearcd to be delivered of Children till 55 
Years ; but ſuch Prodigics rarely happen, 
altho* the Menſes continue longer in ſome 
Women than in others, but many times ſuch 


Efflux proceeds not from any natural cauſe, 
but by reaſon of ſome violent Straining, or 


other Violence, and doth often endanger - 
the 
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the Life of the Party: And therefore Joung 
Men that marry omen lurmounting tlie 
Age aforeſaid, if they expect Children un- 
leſs by Miracle, muſt labour againſt the 
Wind : Though if an Old Man, that is not 
worn out. by Diſeaſes and Incontinency.. 
marry a brisk lively Laſs, there is. hopcs 
even to Threeſcore and Ten, and ſome that 
are extraordinary luſty, till Fourſcore. 
_ Hypocrates, that Famcus and: Learned 
Phytcian, is of Opinion, that a Jouth at 
16 Tears, or between that and 17, having 
much Vital Strength, may be capable of 
getting Children, and that Force and: Heat: 
of procreating Matter continually increaſes 
till 45, 50, and 65. And at the end of the 
Jatter begins to flag, the Sced by little and 
tittle becoming untruitful, the natural Spi- 
rits being extinguiſhed, and the Humours 
dried up; and. in general, moſt Phyſicians 


to this day do obſerve it; but as to parti- 


culars, as | have before mentioned, it of- 
ten hapneth otherwiſe; nay, tis reported 
hy a credible Author, that in the Reign of 
Lrecus, Ring of Sweaeland, a Man was mar- 
ried at an Hundred Years old to a Bride of 
Thirty, and had many Children by her; 
but Jooked fo freſh, that ſuch as knew him 
not, took him not to exceed that Age. 
In Campauia, where the Air is temperate,

them; which argues that Age in Men hin- 
ders not Prooreation, unleſs Ts | 
ed in their Youth, and their Members 
(hrivelled up.

The Cauſe is the natural Heat, which 4s 
more predominant in the latter than in the

dies to reliore it, viz. Such Meats as moſt

proves to make Seed. abound, and reſtore 
the Decays of Nature, that the Faculties. l 
may freely operate: For as dung and good. 
muturing re ſtores Ground that 15 worn out, {| 
and heartleſs, even ſo ſeaſonable and pro- 
per. Diet operates to the reſtoring the taint. 
Heart, weak Spirit, cold neſs and. drineſs 
of the Genital parts, and reduceth. the. 
weakne(s of the Nerves to their Tempera- 
ment, and removes Impediments, obſtruct- 
ing the Procreation of Children. Then ſince 
Dict may and will after the eyil ſtate of the 
Body to à better, it is neceſſary that ſuch as 
are ſubject to Barrenneſs, ſhould eat ſuch 
Meats only as tend to render them fruitful; 
and among ſuch things as are i 
and ſtirring up thercto, arc all Meats of go 
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ear that nouriſh well, and make the Body 
ively and full of Sap, of which faculty are all 
hot moiſt Meats: for according to Galen. the 
ſubſtance ot Seed is made of the pure con- 
cocted and. windy. ſuperfluity of Blood; 
from whence we may conclude there is in 
many things a power to accumulate or heap. 
up Seed, as alſo to augment it, and other 
things of force to caule Erection, as Hen- 
Nhe Pheaſants, Wood-cocks,Gnatſappers; 
Thruſhes, Black-birds,young Pidgeons,Spara, 
rows, Patridges, Capcns, Almonds, Pine- 
Nuts, Rayſons, Currants, all ſtrong Wines 
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moderately taken, eſpecially thoſe made of 
the Grapes of Italy ; but Erection is chiefly 
cauſed and provoked by Styrium, Eringoes, 
Creſſes. Eryſimum, Parſnips, Artichoaks, Tur- 
nips, Kapes, Aſparags., Candy*d Ginger, Gal- 
linga, Acorus bruiſed to Powder, and drank 
in Muſeadine,  Scallions, Sea-ShellL Fiſh, &c. 
All'theſe( tho? excellent Reſtoratives) will 
not have preſent Operation , but you muſt 
ufe yourſelf to them for a oonſiderable time 
orelſe you will reap little or no benent by 
them. The Act of Coon being over, 
( wheren the force of Imagination is certainly 
very prevalent in the cauſing of the Child to be 
of this or that Sex) the Woman ( fay the 
Antients) muſt gently repoſe on her Right 
Side, with her Head lying low, and her 
Body ſinking down, that by ſlceping in that 
poſture, the Cell on the Right Side of the 
Matrix may prove the Place of Conception, in 
which is the greateſt force of Generative 
Heat, which is the chief Thducement to the 
Procreation of Male Children, and rarely 
fails to anſwer the gxpectation ot thoſe that 
expericnce it, eſpecially if they keep them- 
ſelves warm, and without much Motion, 
| leaning for the. moſt part to the Right, and 
drinking a little of 5pirit of Saffron,and Juice 
of Hyſop ina Glaſs of Mallaga, or Aligat, 
when they lie down and rife, for the ſpace 
ofa Weck. Now the fitteſt time (tuey wy ) 
or 
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for the Procreation of Male Children is when 
the Sun is in Leo, and the Moon's in Virgo, 
Scorpto: or Sagitiariu mm. 
This Order they will alſo have obſerved 
for a Female Child, by lying as aforeſaid on 

the left ſide; and ſtrongly fancying a Female 

in the time of Procreation, eſpecially if the 
Woman drink the Decocl in of FemaleMercury, 
4 days from the iſt day of Purgation; the 
Mile Mercury (both Herbs fo called) having 
the like Operation in caſe of a Male Child 
for the Juice or Decoction of thoſe Simples 
are of Force, the one to purge the Righi, and 
the other the Left Side of the Vomb, and 
thereby open the Receptacles, making way 
for the Seminary of Generation: And the 
beſt time to copulate for this Sex is, when 
the Moon is in the wane, and the ſigu in Libra 
or Aquarius, for iben they will be of a moſt. 
gentle, affable temper, very fair, and per ſect

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In a word, They that would be commen- 
died to their Wed lock Actions, and be happy 
in the fruit of their Labour, muſt obſerve to 
copulate at diſtance. of time, not too often, 
nor yet too ſeldom, for both theſe hurt Fruit- 
fulneſs alike; for to eject immoderately 
weakens a Mun and watts his Spirits, and 
too often càuſes the Seed by long continuance 
to be ineffectual and not ban ly enough. And 
thus much for the firſt general and particu- 
lar; from whence I ſhall proceed to the ſe- 
cond, which is to give the Reader to under- 
ſtand: how the Child is formed in the Fomb, 
and what. Accidents it is incident to, hom, 
nouriſhed, and how brought forth, 

Certain it is, there are various Opinions 
concerning this matter: therefore Eſhall for

In caſe of Diet, (he ought to be very cau- 
tious in chuting ſuch Meats as create whol- 
tom nouriſhment, all Meats that arc mode- 
rately dry, being taken ſo to do: and let her 
obſerve not to fait immoderatcly ; for that 
renders the Child ſickly and weak, and ot- 
ten for want of nouriſhment, conſtrains it 
to be born before its time; nor on the o- 
ther hand muſt ſhe be too gluttonous, for 
that again ſtuffs it, and caulcs it to {well 
ee its natural Bounds. 

All Meats. either too hot or too cold, and 
moiſt, are to be avoided, as Salads, Spiced 
meats, and the extraordinary Uſe of other 
Meats, which makes the Children come 
forth oftentimes without Nails, which is:

Laughing, Crying, or immoderate An- 
ger, 01 any other Paihon is extreamly hurt- 
ful; nor in the fhrtt four Months after Con- 
ception Ouglit ſhe to lie with her Husband, 
foraſmuch as the Act of Coprlation moves 
and thakes the Womb, and conſequently the 
Fruit therein, and cauſes the Courtcs to de- 
ſcend. She muſt likewiſe in the 6th and 810

than the time of her Conception and C uictz- 
ning, that thereby the may be enabled to be 
exact in the time of her delivery, every natu- 
ral Delivery being at the End of 9 months, 
eſpeci. ly it at the time or near it the Wo- 
ma is wont to have her Natural Purga- 
tions or th:t the time tall out with the Full 
or New Moon: Nzy, tho? a day oi two 
befor or atter. for theſe things ſo falling out, 
not ouly haſton, but facilitate Delivery, and 
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the knowledge of this muſt extend to the 
Woman for many Reaſons. Firſt, that the 
may prepare and diſpoſe of her ſelf for ſo 
great a task. Second, for that at ſuch a 
time divers Maladies are incident to her, 
nor can their Cauſe be penetrated into, un- 
leſs thoſe things be well known, &c. Now 
one thing neceſſary the better to enable the 


Woman to underſtand it, is the time of 


Natural Courſes, for in caſe ſhe have for- 
got, or by not rightly underſtandeng their 
natural Efflux, or is puzzled therein by 
reaſon of ſome unnatural Retention or ex- 
traordinary Evacuation, the may rectify her 
judgment by theſe Directions, viz.

Penis a Pendendo bceauſe it hangeth out 
of the Organal Part, is made of Skin, Ten- 
dons, Veins, Arteries, Sincws and great Liga- 
ments; and is long, round, and on the up- 
per fide flattiſh, ſeated under the O "_—_ | 
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and deſigr'd by Nature, partly ſor making 
of Water,and partly for convoy ing the Secd 
into the Matrix. To which end, there o- 
pen into it ſmall Pores, through which the 


Seed paſles to it from the Veſicr:le Seminales, 


and allo the Neck of the Vefica OUrinariz 
which pours out the Urine in making of 
Water. Beſides the common parts. as the 
Cirticle, the Skin, and the Membrana Carne/z, 
it has in theſe proper or internal Parts, as the 


two Nervous Bodics, the S tum, the Urethra, 


the Glans, four Muſcles, and the Veſſcls. 


The Nervous Body (ſo called) are ſurroun- 


ded with a thick white nervous Membrane, 
but their inner ſubſtance is ſpungy. conti- 
ſing chiefly of Veins, Arterics and nervous 
Fibres interwoven together like 2 Net: and 
when the Nerves are repleat with Animal 
Spirits, and the Arteries with hot and ſpi- 
ritoas Blood, then the Penis is diſtended 
and becomes Erect; but when the Intiux 
of the Spirits ceaſes, then the Blood and 
remaining Spirits abſorded by the Veins, and 
ſo the Penis becomes limber and flaggy. Be- 
low theſe ne:y ous Bodi.s lie the Cretbra, 
and whenever the nervous Bodies Fell, it 
Therwuicles of the Penis are 
Four, fo ſherier, arlſing from the Coxendiæ, 
and ſerving it Erection, are therefore 


called Erecterrs : and two larger, proceeding

But although 
this proof perform that Effect which Hy- 
pocrates ſpeaketh of; namcly the piercing 
up to the Inner part of the Mouth ; yet 
is this no infallible Argument of the Huſ- 
bands Barrenneſs, nor of the Fruittulneſs 
of the Wife, ſince Want of Children may 
ariſe through an unapt diſpoſition in them 


both in reſpect of the Correſpondency of 


Qualities, for it hath oftentimes appeared 
that a Man that conld not have Children 
by one Wife, hath had them by another; 

the like alſo hath befallen Women. 
Hypocrates gives us his Opinion concer- 
ning the correlpondency that ought in that 
reſpect to be betwixt Man and Wife, in 
theſe Words; It the Hot and Dry, anſwer 
not the Cold and Moitt, in Meature and 
Quantity, that is if there meet in the 
Womb two Sceds, the one Het, the other 
Cold; the one Dry, the other Moiſt, ex- 
tended in equal Degree, there can be no 
Generation. For to marvellous a Work as 
the Formation of Man (ſays he) could 
| not 
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not be performed without proportionable 
Comm:xture of Seed. To exempline this 
Aſſertion of his, the Ancient Phyſicians 
go on, and ſay, That a Woman. whois 
wilely, ill-conditioned, thrill-voic.d, lean, 
ſwarthy- coloured and deforncd ; (which > 
are the ſigns of Cold and Moiſt in the firt 
Degree) may conceive by a Man who is, 
ignorant, goud-natu'*d, {weet-voicd. cor- 
pulent, having litcle hair, a well-col ur'd 
Face, and a handſome Body, (wilich are [ 
the Signs of Ht and Dry in the irſt Degree) 
in regard ſhe retaineth a mean in all thole 12 
ſigus above-mentioned, is molt I: ke to be 
fruitful, becauſe ſhe comes neareſt in pro- 
portion to Men of each ſcveral Tempera- 
ture. But from the firit of theſe Unions 
er Conjoining of Man and V oman, are 
moſt lixcly to iſſue the wiſelt Children (tay 
they) becauſe the dryngſs of the Mother 
correcteth and amendeth the D-tect of the 
Father. But this being ehiefly grounded 
upon that old Opinion, of the Commix- 
itt ture of tlie Seed of the Man and Woman 
Wy - together, and of the Child's being formed 
#1 from thence we think fit to reject it, and 
ws to affirm, That Youth. Strength, and Vi- 
0. gour, a ſound body, and a Mind free from 
Cares, with a mutual Love and Amity 
betwixt the Man and Woman ſeldom fail
